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West Point Graduates 
Hear General Pershing 


General John J. Pershing, General of 
the Armies of the United States, in his 
address to the 276 members of the gradu- 
ating class of West Point yesterday 
warned that the situation in the world 
today is not reassuring, and no one can 
foresee the effect upon us of another 
world catastrophe. 

“Only by maintaining a strong nation 
can we be in a position to use effective 
influence in international affairs,” he 
said. 

“The changes in the methods of war- 
fare have materially increased the re- 
sponsibility of West Point to the Army,” 
the General told the class on the occas- 
sion of the fiftieth anniversary of his 
graduation from the Military Academy. 

Stressing leadership as the most im- 
portant asset to an officer, General 
Pershing said “West Point was espe- 
clally established to train leaders for 
the various units that compose an army 
and for the army itself.” 

“Leaders are needed in every calling 
and every profession,” he told the gradu- 
ates. “Courageous leadership is the one 
thing that can bring success in a democ- 
racy, the very existence of which de- 
pends upon the men selected to conduct 
its affairs. Such men should be real 
leaders of their people instead of cater- 
ing to every whim of their constituents 
in order to remain in office. Only under 
the leadership of men who hold patriot- 
ism above personal interest can the 
ideals of the fathers be maintained.” 

The graduation exercises and General 
Pershing’s address combined to make a 
memorable climax to the four years of 
study and training for the Class of 19386. 

June Week at the Academy began 
Wednesday, June 3, and had continued 
its fast pace through the nine days pre- 
ceding graduation. 

Maj. Gen. William ID. Connor, USA, 
Superintendent of the Academy, pre- 
sented the Army Athletic Association 
saber to Cadet William Russell Grohs, 
who was selected as the best all-around 
athlete in the graduating class, Wednes- 
day at the athletic review. Cadet H. M. 
estes, Jr., who gained the Hawze trophy 
as the outgoing polo captain, and Cadet 
W. R. Shuler, who won the Edgerton 
saber for being leader of the 1935 foot- 
hall team, also received their awards at 
the review, 

In addition to these awards, 124 
athletes of the Military Academy re- 
ceived awards at the athletic review for 
proficiency in Spring sports. 

Thursday was “Alumni Day” at the 
Academy and reminiscences of the offi- 
cers, both active and retired, of the 
Army were to be heard on every side. 
Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, USA-Ret., 
who did not graduate from the Academy, 
had the honor of addressing the mem- 
bers of the Alumni Association of West 
Point. The Superintendent's reception 
to the graduation class and alumni was 
also held yesterday. 

Immediately following the graduation 
exercises yesterday morning the publi- 
cation of orders announcing appoint- 
ments of cadet officers was made.

Maj. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, former Chief of Staff of the United States 
Army and now military adviser to President Manuel Quezon of the Philippine 
Commonwealth, recently made public his defense plan for the Philippines which 


would make the Islands “invasion proof.” 


His program would not be completed 


until 1945, the year the Philippines receive their independence from the United 
States. Following are excerpts from editorials on the subject: 





“No one should be surprised that the Philippine Commonwealth is building up 
an army and a navy,” states the Hartford, Conn., Courant, “Criticism of President 


Quezon on that score is ill founded, 


If the independence of a soverign nation 


means anything, it means the right to bear arms and to organize for defense. 
Even though the Philippine Republic at the end of the ten year transition period, 
should become a member of the League of Nations and should enjoy treaty rela- 
tions with other powers guaranteeing its integrity, it could not be expected to go 


unarmed with others armed to the teeth.” 





“Major General Douglas MacArthur’s reputation as a soldier commands re- 
spect for his predictions concerning the sort of defense force that may be expected 
to protect the Philippine Islands from invasion after the islands have attained 
their independence as a republic—nine or ten years hence,” observes the Washing- 
ton Star. “But his plans, nevertheless, are not easily reconciled with economic reali-

All observers agree that if the situa- 
tion is not corrected and Congress does 
move against the retired list, that ac- 
tion will be taken indiscriminately 
against all of the armed services. While 
the involuntary elimination of officers 
still in their prime on retired pay for 
the rest of their lives is principally re- 
sponsible for larger retired list and 
would be the motive for congressional] 
action, attempts to curtail retirement 
would undoubtedly take the form of a 
level cut on all retired pay. 

The handwriting on the wall is plain 
enough to those in close touch with the 
situation In Washington. Members of 
Congress during the present session have 
warned the Navy to work out some solu- 
tion of the selection problem. Senator 
David I. Walsh the new chairman of the 
Senate Naval Committee, Representative 
Melvin Maas, a Marine Corps reserve 
officer, Representative Colgate W. Dar- 
den, jr., also a reservist, and Repre- 
sentative J. William Ditter, a staunch 
Navy supporter, have made statements 
to this effect within the last month or 
80, 

If the Navy Department brings forth 
next session a plan whereby the present 
selection system would be materially 
changed so as to eliminate to a large 
degree the involuntary retirement of 
officers who are still fit for efficient ser- 
vice, members of Congress believe that 
the threat of a raid on the retired list 
can be forestalled. More than minor 
changes will have to be made, it is con- 
tended, for the extens'on of se'ection 
and elimination to the Marine Corps, to 
the Navy Staff Corps, and generally 
throughout the junior grades, together 
with the increased number of retire- 
ments expected when many of the older 
officers in the World War “hump” re- 
tire for age, will greatly increase the 
number of retired officers and the cost 
of the retired list. 

Just what can be expected from the 
Navy General Board study is unpre- 
dictable. The meetings of the group 
have been held behind closed doors and 
while rumors are exeeedingly numerous 
the only authentic information available 
is that some changes will be recom- 
mended to curtail to some extent the

General Harbord Addresses 
USMA Alumni 

West Point—Maj. Gen. James G. Har- 
bord, USA-Ret., war-time chief of staff 
of the APF and leader of the Second 
Division, was the principal speaker at 
the meeting of the Military Academy 
Association of graduates here June 11. 

General Harbord recalled that he was 
not a graduate of the United States 
Military Academy but was graduated 
“at a Far Western College.” : 

“Within a month after my gradua- 
tion,” he said, “I took an examination 
for appointment to West Point but did 
not win. Perhaps that disappointment 
in my youth really strengthened my de- 
votion to West Point and its traditions 
by making them forever unattainable 
for me.” 

“In a country which within the life- 
time of West Point has grown from a 
fringe of settlement along the Atlantic 
Coast to be one of four great empires 
which so fill the world of our time that 
there is no room for another, we have 
taken little time for tradition,” General 
Harbord said. 

“There are many of our countrymen 
who place little value upon it. In our 
day destruction and shifting change are 
considered by some as evidences of 
progress, 

“Yet, if I were asked to define in a 
single characteristic the advantage that 
West Point*has over every other educa- 
tional institution in this country, I 
would say it lay in her exclusive tradi- 
tion.” 

“The very specific dedication of your 
sons to the service of our country sanc- 
tifles and elevates your traditions be- 
yond any others that America possesses,” 
the General added. 

“I certainly have no intention of in- 
truding political discussion. But as one 
to whom our time-honored institutions 
are dear, I confess to a sense of uneasi- 
ness for the future. 

“These are days charged with chal- 
lenge to the ideals and principles upon 
which we have built our American 
civilization. 

“Called by different names in differ- 
elt lands, a new faith has risen. Not 
enjrely bad, and not without some basis 
of patriotic and humanitarian motives, 
it loks to a new political, social and 





economic order. 

“Tt raises doubts as to whether the 
political institutions and ideals handed 
down to us from before the day of Syl- 
vanus Thayer are any longer suited to 
democratic government by a mixed and 
heterogeneous people. * * * 

“Free from concern for the employ- 
ment of your new members, your care 
has run more to the maintenance of 
standards after graduation. 

“Days may come when this close 
cohesion of association may be of high 
service to our country. 

“You may yet form the rallying 
point for those who believe, as I do, that 
our fathers builded wisely, and that the 
institutions that they founded are what 
we have been taught to believe them for 
a full century and a half. 

“These are certainly days when grad- 
uates of West Point should stand to 
gether for what they believe is right, 
and — come what may cling to the 
faith.” 


Attendance at Civil Courts 


War Department Circular no. 33 adds 
paragraph le to AR-4830 and _ redesif- 
nates subparagraphs e to 1 as f to M, 
respectively. 

Paragraph le reads as follows: 

If an officer of the Government attends 
upon the United States Courts or before 
United States commissioners in his official 
capacity in connection with the examination 
or trial of persons charged with violations of 
certain laws relating to the work of his de 
partment and it is his duty under the laws 0 
regulations governing his appointment to aid 
in the prevention, detection, suppressio® 
punishment, or prosecution of such violation 
or offenses, then his proper travel allowanee 
incurred by reason of his attendance upon 
such examination or trial is properly charg 
able to the appropriation out of whieh his 
ordinary traveling expenses are usually paid 
notwithstanding the fact that he may be called 
to testify in the case as a witness. See 
Comp. Gen. A-71591, March 12, 1936.

An officer “who is subpoenaed and attends

several Saturday afternoons. I am cer- 
tain that everyone had participated in 
an occasional feast of contraband food 
accumulated surreptitiously and stored 
for days ahead up the chimney. Most 
of us sooner or later were caught run- 
ning unauthorized lights after taps. In 
brief, we lived again the incidents of 
our cadet days, and West Point was 
again peopled with familiar figures as 
were called the officers and cadets and 
the charming young ladies who were our 
contemporaries, 

“Pxpressions of our esteem for the 
officers on duty here in our day of ten 
rose to heights of affection as the pro- 
cession was reviewed in memory. If you 
had been listening in, you would have 
concluded that ’86 was easily the finest 
body of men that ever wore the gray. 
The spirit of old West Point as depicted 
by Morris Schaff, was with us from be- 
ginning to end and this reunion of class- 
mates was, in every respect, one never 
to be forgotten. The evening confirmed 
beyond question the lasting qualities of 
those ties of friendship that every man 
forms as West Point among the com- 
panions of his youth.

Only a few other leaders could 
compare with him in broad practical ex- 
perience, but even he, at times no doubt, 
felt the need of the training he was so 
desirous of making available for officers 
of the future. How well the genius of 
Sylvanus Thayer, an outstanding educa- 
tor of his day, succeeded in laying the 
foundation of this academy is today 
fully appreciated. By no one has West 
Point been more highly praised than by 
the greatest soldier this institution has 
produced, General Grant, when he de- 
clared it the finest school in the world. 

“There have been many changes since 
those early days. The courses of study 
have been much improved and new ones 
have been added. An important advance 
has been made in physical training. Even 
in my day it was almost negligible. The 
basement of the old academic building, 
then used as a sort of gymnasium, lacked 
equipment and the work we did was 
quite desultory and without direction. 
Realizing that physical fitness of officers 
is essential to the efficient performance 
of duty, a systematic course of physical 
culture was inaugurated, especially de- 
signed to build strong bodies and keep 
them strong as a result of this innova- 
tion, the physical qualifications of the 
corps and of the army itself have been 
placed on a much higher plane. 

“The responsibility of West Point to 
the Army has grown increasingly with 
the years. But its obligations do not end 
there. It has long been the model for 
military schools throughout the country. 
As these schools undertake to turn out 
young men equipped for appointment as 
junior officers, it is essential that the 





national academy should set a high ex- 
ample of smartness and efficiency as the 
acknowledged leader among such institu- 
tions. 

“In my opinion the most important 
asset that an oflicer can possess is 
leadership. We may not be able to de- 
fine leadership exactly, but we have no 
difficulty in recognizing it. There is 
something about a leader that inspires 
the confidence and makes men willing 
to follow him. It may be his superior 
ability, his excellent judgment, his char- 
acter, or it may be his dash or possibly 
his sympathy and interest in the well- 
being of his men, but there is always 
some characteristic that gives him in- 
fluence over his men. 

“One way to get an idea as to what 
constitutes military leadership is to 
study the lives of great captains. In 
nearly every instance most of them were 
men of character who understood the 
group instinct in human nature. 

“Practically, if you are always fore- 
most in thought you will probably in- 
spire the group as a whole with confi- 
dence in you as a leader, If you main- 
tain vour own morale at a high level, 
it will usually be reflected in the morale 
of your men. In the smaller units, where 
personal contact is possible, the faculty 
of prompt decision in the commander 
makes a strong appeal. Vacillation and 
hesitation create lack of confidence. Ini- 
tiative is probably the most important 
quality in leadership. The leader with 
initiative sees at once the desirable 
thing to do and directs the way to its 
accomplishment, Determination is also 
essential to the successful leader, as 
achievement comes only through tena- 
cious adherence to a fixed course of ac- 
tion. 

“In the instruction of the great body 
of drafts required in the major emer- 
gency of the World War, our hastily 
trained young officers, sometimes failed 
to apply the principles of good leader- 
ship by assuming a much sterner atti- 
tude than necessary. Some of them neg- 
lected to consider the individuality of 
their men—good, honest, earnest soldiers 
from all walks of life, eager to learn 
but resentful of arbitrary methods, It 
seems to me that some special prepara- 
tion for such duty would be useful. It 
should be realized that to inspire these 
citizen recruits with confidence and 
loyalty their self-respect must be pre- 
served, As the regular army, in the final 
analysis, is really responsible for such 
training, it should seek the best way to 
inculcate in these citizen recruits a keen 
sense of duty and obligation to their 
leaders and to the country. 

“In the test of battle much depends 
upon the leadership of small units in 
immediate contact with the enemy. In 
these days of mechanized armament and 
concrete defenses, difficult problems con- 


front these leaders, and careful training | 


and practice must, as far as possible, be 
given them. It is especially to be stressed 
then, that those who in a great emer- 
gency are to train such leaders should 
themselves do their utmost to find the 
best ways and means of solving such 





problems. 
“In the ranks of our armies in the 
World War there were lawyers and 


brick-layers, clerks and college profes- 
sors, salesmen and chauffeurs. They 
often found themselves through the exi- 
gencies of service in positions of com- 
mand. Many failed, but the marvel is 
how many succeeded, In their prepara- 
tion for combat few had opportunities 
to learn much of leadership, The lesson 
to be remembered from these facts is 
that in teaching men the elementary 
duties of the soldier, they should be 
given a chance, frequently, to practice 
leadership, especially in the technique of 
battle exercises, 

“As to the training here at West 
Point, the question has often been asked 
whether greater opportunity to exercise 
command might not be afforded. In my 
day only relatively small numbers were 
selected as cadet officers and non-com- 
missioned officers and ordinarily they 
alone were able to acquire practical ex- 
perience. Many cadets went through the 
academy scarcely ever hearing the sound 
of their own voices, and their first at- 
tempt at command came after they 
joined the army. All this should be 
changed and the aptitude of every cadet 
for command is tested. All cadets now 
share the benefits to be derived from 
actual experience in positions of com- 
mand, 

“Leaders are needed in every calling 
and every profession, Courageous leader- 
ship is the one thing that can guarantee 
the success of a democracy. Its very 
existence depends uopn the leadership 
of the men selected to conduct its affairs. 
Such men should actually lead their 
people in thought and guide them in 
forming their judgments instead of 
catering to their every whim in order to 
remain in office. Only under the leader- 
ship of men who hold patriotism above 
personal interest can the ideals of the 
fathers be maintained. The selection of 
safe leaders in government is incumbent 
upon those who enjoy the rights of 
citizenship if they would insure the 
permanence of these sacred rights, These 
obligations fall upon officers and men of 
our military and naval forces exactly as 
upon other citizens, and they should ful- 
fill them by exercising the right of fran- 
chise whenever possible. 

“Each generation of Americans has 
been put to the test of war, and each has 
proved its devotion to country. At times 
many of our soldiers have been thrown 
into battle only partially trained, but 
notwithstanding lack of sufficient prepa- 
ration they have always borne them 
selves with courage and fortitude. The 
task of organizing and training our war 
armies falls to the lot of the regular 
army. For this task and for all other 
activities of the military service, whether 
at home in maintaining law and order, 
or in carrying the national standards to 
other fields, the sons of West Point will 
continue to provide guidance and leader- 
ship. This institution remains the foun- 
tain-head that inspires devotion to duty, 
love of honor and loyalty to country.

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Upon you, as graduates, will henceforth 
fall your share of the responsibility for 
the fulfillment of her mission. 

“Amid these surroundings laden with 
traditions that hark back to the begin- 
nings of America, I am constrained to 
caution you that the situation in the 
world today is far from reassuring. No 
one can tell when we shall again need 
our armies, and none can foresee the 
effect upon us of another world catastro- 
phe. I am certain that it is only by 
maintaining a strong nation that we can 
be in a position to use effective influence 
in international affairs. Loyal citizens 
cannot shut their eyes to the possibility 
of war, and while making the most 
earnest efforts to preserve peace in the 
world, they owe it to all that is sacred 
to make ample preparation against an 
evil day. 

“And now, young gentleman of the 
graduating class, I congratulate you, and 
extend to you a cordial welcome into the 
army with full confidence that, guided 
by her high ideals, you will ever uphold 
the best traditions of our alma mater. 

“I thank you.” 


Permanent Army Staffs 

The War Department plans to place 
two officers on permanent full-time duty 
at the headquarters of each of the four 
armies, One of these officers will be a 
colonel and the other a_ lieutenant 
colonel, Their duties will include plan- 
ning for the mobilization and organiza- 
tion of the armies in an emergency. 
They will be assisted by Corps Area 
General Staff and special staff officers, 


The War Department has sent to Army 
and Corps Area Commanders drafts of 
tentative policies to regulate the pro- 
curement objective of commissioned offi- 
cers required under the Four-Army Plan. 
These proposed policies will be studied 
by Army and Corps Area Commanders 
and recommendations for any modifica- 
tions will be made to the War Depart- 
ment not later than August 15, This will 
enable the War Department to announce 
its officer requirements under the Four- 
Army Plan early next fall. This an- 
nouncement will be of particular interest 
to Reserve Officers, whose mobilization 
assignments are lergely dependent on the 
requirements for commissioned officers 
under the tceanttaties organization.

Air Corps Legislation 

Final action on the two important Air 
Corps bilis—the personnel and plane in- 
crease measures—was delayed this week 
by adjournment of Congress over the 
Republican National Convention, but en- 
atment early next week is expected. 

As was predicted, the House conferees 
speedily agreed to the Senate amendment 
to HR 11140, which provides for expand- 
ing the authorized plane strength of the 
Air Corps from 1,800 to 2,320, instead of 
to 4,000 as proposed by the House. The 
iM increase was approved by the Bureau 
of the Budget, but not the larger House 
expansion, and the House members fol- 
lowed the old “half a loaf” adage. The 
conferees made one other change in the 
bill, eliminating the word “immediately” 
fom the clause authorizing that the 
planes “be obtained.” It was considered 
unnecessary. 

While the plane increase bill needs to 
go before both the Senate and House for 
approval of the conference report, the per- 
sunel measure needs only the formal re- 
quirement of enrollment before being 
presented to the President. And mean- 
while, study of the Air Corps personnel 
requirements was continued at the War 
Department to determine the number of 
feld officers who will be allowed tem- 
porary advanced rank under the latter. 

Immediately upon signature of the bill, 
ilexisting temporary commissions in the 
Air Corps will terminate and officers will 
revert to their permanent rank. It is 
planned, however, to make appointments 
under the new advanced temporary rank 
system as soon thereafter as possible, 
probably the next day. In view of the 
pending reorganization of the Air Corps, 
resulting from lessons learned during the 
fst year’s operation of the GHQ Air 
force, all of the field officer advancements 
will not be made right away. Several

Retired Army Officer Dismissed 


The following release was made pub- 
lic June 10: 

“The War Department today an- 
nounced the dismissal of 1st Lt. Felix N. 
Parsons, Ret., who was recently convicted 
by a General Court Martial convened at 
Ft. McPherson, Ga., for violation of the 
95th article of war. Lieutenant Par- 
sons was convicted under three charges 





and 21. specifications alleging such 
offenses as dishonorable failure and 
neglect to pay debts when due and 


wrongfully making and uttering checks 
with insufficient funds in bank for paying 
them. The sentence of dismissal was ap- 
proved by the President. 

“Lieutenant Parsons who resides at 
1251 Peachtree Street, N. E., Atlanta, 
Ga., was born in Dallas, Texas, March 2, 
1897, and entered the military service as 
a private in the Air Section, Signal 
Corps, in December, 1917. He was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant, Aviation, 
June 9, 1919, and a first lieutenant, Coast 
Artillery Corps, to which branch he had 
been transferred, in May, 1924. 

“Lieutenant Parsons served in Hawaii, 
Panama and various posts throughout 
the United States. He is a graduate of 
the Battery Officers’ Course, Coast Artil- 
lery School, at Ft. Monroe, Va., having 
completed the course in June, 1928. He 
was retired from active service on 
August 31, 1934 for physical disability 
in line of duty.” 

Vetoes Air ROTC Bill 

President Roosevelt, June 8, vetoed 
Representative McSwain’s Air Reserve 
Training Corps bill, declaring that “any 
expenditures which are not present mili- 
tary necessities should be postponed.” 

In his message the President stated 
that shortages in Army housing, in forti- 
fication, and officer strength should be 
provided for first. 

The measure would have set up an 
arrangement whereby young men be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 24 who were 
attending commercial aviation schools 
could be enrolled in a Training Corps. 
Schools having such Training Corps 
units would have had to meet require- 
ments to be laid down by the War De- 
partment and trainees would have to 
‘“arry out prescribed courses. Army ac- 
tivity in the system would have been 
confined to planning courses and require- 
ments and inspection duties. Graduates 
of the system would have been available 
not only in time of emergency but also 
as carefully selected material for the 
Army’s Air Corps Training Center. 

When the bill originally was intro- 
duced the War Department reported 
that it did not conform to the Depart- 


ment’s policies and suggested certain 
changes which would make it conform 


to those policies. The Department re- 
ported, however, that it could not urge 
its enactment in either form because the 
Bureau of the Budget had said it did 
not conform to the President’s financial 
program. Congress amended the bill to 
conform with the Department’s sugges- 
tions and then enacted it in that form. 
The Department reported that the bill 
as passed carried its approval and rec- 
ommended its final enactment. 

The President’s veto message follows: 
To the House of Representatives: 

I return herewith, without my approval, 
House bill no. 11969, entitled “An act to pro- 
mote national defense by organizing the Air 
Reserve Training Corps.” 

The purpose of this measure is to create 
a new organization in the scheme of national 
defense, It contemplates the enrollment of 
the youth of the country between the ages 
of 17 and 24 years in a junior Air Reserve 
Training Corps, with a view to their being 
held available for service in the event of a 
national emergency. 

The War Department has reported that 
there is no immediate military necessity for 
such an organization, and that its cost would 
be out of proportion to the results looked 
for. In view of the many demands to pro- 
duce the most effective air defense at a 





minimum cost, any expenditures which are 
not present military necessities should be 
postponed. For the present the system of 
Air Reserves in its concept is satisfactory 
and needs only further amplification to make 
it effective. We are spending very large 
sums for mechanization, motorization, and 
modernization of equipment of all kinds, in- 
cluding air defense. We are meeting acute 
shortages in Army housing, in fortification, 
and officer strength. These vital matters 
should be provided for first. 

While the estimated initial expenditure to 
make this measure effective is comparatively 
small, the demands now being made upon 
the Treasury to produce an effective air de- 
fense at a minimum cost are such that any 
expenditures which are not pressing military 
necessities must be postponed.

Col. J. P. McAdams Retires 


The entire command of Ft. George G. 
Meade, Md., comprising the 34th and 66th 
Infantries, participated in review Mon- 
day, June 8, in honor of Col. John P. 
McAdams, 66th Inf. (Light Tanks), who 
is to retire June 30. Amid further ap- 
propriate ceremony Colonel McAdams 
left the Post the next day to proceed to 
his home in Hawesville, Ky. 

As an incident of the review, the Post 
Adjutant read to the assembled com- 
mand the following general order: 

“The relief of Col. John P. McAdams, 66th 
Inf., from his assignment and duty at this 
station, on the 9th instant, for the purpose 
of proceeding to his home to await retire- 
ment, pursuant to the provisions of paragraph 
3, Special Orders No. 129, War Department, 
dated June 1, 1936, is regretfully announced, 

“At the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
War, Colonel McAdams then a young attor- 
ney, practicing law in the State of Kentucky, 
enlisted in the 4th Kentucky Infantry, serv- 
ing therein as Private, Sergeant and Regi- 
mental Quartermaster Sergeant until Feb. 
12, 1809. On June 12, 1899, he enlisted in Com- 
pany C, 13th U. 8. Infantry, for service in 
the Philippines, serving in the grade of Pri- 
vate and Corporal until July 1, 1901, when he 
was commissioned a Second Lieutenant and 
assigned to the 1ith Infantry. 

“During the World War he held the tem- 
porary rank of Major, Lieutenant Colonel, and 
Colonel on the General Staff in the A. EK. F 
He was one of the eleven officers ordered to 
join the A. BE. F. Staff immediately upon the 
arrival of General Pershing in France. He was 
assigned to duty as Chief of Staff of the Line 
of Communications and served throughout 
the war in this capacity and as Deputy Chief 
of Staff of the Services of Supply. He was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal for 
this distinctive service by his own Govern- 
ment and was made a member of the Legion 
of Honor, officer grade, by the French Gov- 
ernment. 

“Since the World War, Colonel McAdams 
has had many important assignments; in- 
structor at the General Service Schools, duty 
on the War Department General Staff, duty in 
the Militia Bureau, instructor with the Illinois 
National Guard, and for the past two and 
one-half years commanding the 66th Infantry 
(Light Tanks) at this station. He is a Dis- 
tinguished Graduate of the Army School of 
the Line, a graduate of the Staff College, a 
graduate of the Army War College and his 
name is carried on the Initial General Staff 
Corps Eligible List. 

“From the date of his entrance into the 
military service of his country, the record of 
Colonel McAdams is one of marked achieve- 
ment and high attainment, as he steadily 
advanced through ever increasing responsibil- 
ities of command, Throughout his entire ac- 
tive military career of more than thirty-seven 
years, he displayed at all times the finest 
soldierly qualifications and devotion to his 
profession which has won him the commen- 
dation of those with whom he served.” 











Transportation of Autos 

Section II, Circular No. 28, War De- 
partment, 1935, is amended according to 
War Department Circular No. 35, so as 
to provide for the transportation on 
Army vessels of privately-owned auto- 
mobiles, effective July 1, 1936. The pro- 
vision reads as follows: 

Subject to the availability of space and such 
rules as may be issued by The Quartermaster 
General, the transportation on Army vessels, 
without charge, of privately-owned automo- 
biles of Regular Army personnel upon change 
of station is authorized. 

The transportation herein authorized is not 
subject to the limitations upon the allowance 
of baggage prescribed in AR 30-960 or to the 
excess baggage rates prescribed in Circular 
No. 23, War Department, 1929, as amended.

Commissions for Reserves 
The War Department has formulated 
its policy in regard to the selection of 
the 50 Reserve Officers who will be ap- 
pointed to the Regular Army in 1938 


from the 1,000 who will receive one 
year’s active duty beginning July 1, 
1936. 


In referring to the policy, Circular 
Letter No. 33 says: 

1. Provided the necessary funds are made 
available, fifty second lieutenants of the 
Regular Army will be appointed early in the 
Fiscal Year 1936 under the authority contained 
in the act of Congress approved Aug. 30, 
1935 (Public No. 408—T74th Congress). 

2. Hligibility to compete for these appoint- 
ments is limited to those individuals who 
graduate from the Air Corps Training Center 
during the Fiscal Year 1936 and to those 
Reserve officers who are on active duty with 
the Regular Army, under the provisions of 
the act of Aug. 30, 1935, at the time the exami- 
nations are given, All applicants must be less 
than 29 and 11/12 years of age on July 1, 
1937. 

3. Final competitive examinations for ap- 
pointment will be held in the approximate 
period April 1 to June 15, 1937, Exact dates 
will be announced later, 

4. Selection of those individuals who will 
be appointed second lieutenants will be made 
by the War Department, based upon the ap- 
plicants’ professional aptitude and upon their 
mental, moral, and physical qualifications, 

5. Professional aptitude and moral quali- 
fications will be judged upon the special re- 
ports which will be rendered by immediate 


and superior commanders and upon such 
other data as may be furnished the War 
Department, 

6. Physical qualifications will be deter- 


mined by rigid physical examinations con- 
forming to the standards prescribed in AR 
40-105 in the cases of candidates for com- 
mission in the ground arms and services and 
in accordance with AR 40-110 for candidates 
for commission in the Air Corps. 

7. a. Mental qualifications will be deter- 
mined by written examinations in two parts. 

(1) Part I will include general educational 
subjects, selected from a normal college cur- 
riculum, 

(2) Part 11 will include 

(a) Basie n.ilitary subjects common to all 
arms and services. 

(b) Subjects special to the arm or service 
concerned, 

b. Those candidates who are graduates of 
recognized colleges and universities will be 
exempted from Part I, No exemptions what- 
ever will be permitted from Part IT. 

ec. Marks attained in Part I will not be 
considered in the competitive grading of 
candidates (except that a passing grade must 
be attained). 

8. All candidates who are found, by the War 
Department, to be professionally capable and 
apt, who are physically and morally qualified 
and who attain passing grades (to be an- 
nounced later) in all mental examinations will 
be arranged on an eligible list, from which 
a total of fifty appointments will be made in 
the arms or service in which mental examl- 
nations were taken, 

9. Appointments will be made in the num-

WHEN GENERAL PERSHING DELIVERED the graduation address at West 
Point yesterday, the cadets who heard him could see the shining thread of his fifty 
years of service running through the fabric of his country. Attending his own grad- 
uation was General Sheridan, the intrepid, dashing cavalry leader of the Civil War, 
the rumbles of which still were heard in the land. The movement west was growing 
steadily. Conflicts with the Indian Tribes which white settlement inevitably produced, 
called for increasing military activity in the form of tact to curb the rapacious immi- 
grants, diplomacy to promote peace with the Red Man, and war to stop their raids or 
destroy their defence. Those days called for men of honor, who could arouse confidence, 
who possessed initiative, and whose daring was controlled by prudence. Pershing was 
among the best of these. Those were the days, too, of an Army and a Navy, so weak 
except in courage, that had not foreign nations been occupied with events nearer 
home and impressed with the fine fighting qualities of Americans as exhibited in 
the Civil War, the United States would have been a prey to their aggression. As 
the years rolled on, with Pershing studying and learning by experience, there came 
the war with Spain which brought us the problems of colonies in the Far Bast and the 
West Indies. In that war, Pershing fearlessly played his part as a Captain, and in 
the Philippines, by careful planning, quick decision and sound military operations, 
won a victory over the Moros which caused a grateful country to confer upon him the 
rank of Brigadier General. Again came a time of peace, and, with Pershing, a period 
of preparation, a period which included the pursuit of Villa into Mexico, where once 
more, tact and diplomacy, as well as military ability, were required in order to pre- 
vent war with a friendly neighbor. It was natural for Secretary Baker to turn to this 
soldier to command the American Expeditionary Force, and in France, he brought 


into play the qualities which had starred his career—tact, diplomacy, ability, initia- 
tive, daring with prudence, and a forward-looking Americanism. In his address Gen- 
eral Pershing discussed leadership and told the listening cadets of its superlative 
importance. Sound and valuable were his words, and while they fell on willing 
ears, there could not have been a man present who did not realize that in the figure 
before him was the exemplar of all those qualities which made for the Great Leader.

WE DO NOT BELIBVE THAT ADMIRAL HEPBURN will repeat the mistake 
of Admiral Reeves and impose a censorship upon the activities of the Fleet. When 
war is approaching or in progress, news suppression is desirable and important, but 
in time of peace it is not only unwise but actually harmful. The Navy, and the Army 
as well, are supported and strengthened by public opinion, and that opinion is in- 
formed and promoted by press reports of what they are doing. Since the beginning 
of the new Navy, it has been the policy of the high command to cultivate the friendly 
good will of all American publications, and newspapers and magazines have recipro- 
cated in whole hearted fashion. They have assigned to Fleet maneuvers editors and 
reporters of ability and understanding, patriots who have been entirely willing to 
guard secrets, and even to suppress occurrences which might be disturbing to the 


people, or helpful to possible enemies. It is not too much to say that this publicity has 
been largely responsible for the development of the Navy to its present strength. 
In view of this fact, it is to say the least surprising that Admiral Reeves should have 
deemed it necessary to exclude observers from the recent maneuvers. Nor is it 
strange that as a result there should have arisen various reports concerning the 
breakdown of two battleships. The truth is the Navy has nothing to conceal and that 
it would be the part of wisdom for it to raise the curtain of secrecy which Admiral 
Reeves imposed. We believe this will be the decision of Admiral Hepburn.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Promotion of Navy Enlisted Men—Unless the officers on duty in the enlisted 
Section of the Bureau of Navigation can devise a better system than the one in 
current use for the promotion of enlisted men to the next higher rating in ac- 
cordance with merit it may be necessary to establish a Selection Board for the 
enlisted ratings designed to function along lines similar to the selection boards for 
the promotion of officers, without of course, the elimination features that are now 
being discussed with so much concern by officers, especially the junior officers. 

For many years, the enlisted men of the Navy have been promoted to the next 
higher rating after having been found qualified by a final examination mark that 
it arrived at by combining the man’s quarterly marks in “proficiency in rating,” 
conduct, and sobriety, with the mark attained by him in written and oral examina- 
tions. The scope of these latter is generally limited to the man’s general knowl- 
edge of the broad duties of a man of wars man and his relative expertness in 
knowledge of the duties of his special rating. 

This system was found to be satisfactory, viewed from the objective of getting 
the best man for filling the vacancies in the various ratings, until the time came, 
as ‘it did several years ago, when the number of qualified men in the several 
ratings, began to exceed the number of vacancies. Then, it was seen that the marks 
assigned to the men by their division officers on board ship, commenced a slow 
but steady rise upwards though the quality of performance remained the same. 

Ten or fifteen years ago, before “quality recruiting” brought into the Navy a 
steadily increasing number of highly intelligent and ambitious young men, bent on 
making the Navy a career, an enlisted man who was given a mark of 3.50 in 
proficiency in rating, was considered to be outstanding in his rating. Now an en- 
listed man, particularly one in a minor rating, who is not given a mark of 3.95, 
considers himself out of the running in the race for promotion. In other words, as 
the competition gets keener due to relative increase of qualified men as compared 
to the normal number of vacancies in the petty officer ratings, the marks assigned 
by the officers tend to approach closer and closer to a 4.0 which is perfect. 

The chief reason that officers are constantly assigning marks to their men both 
in the quarterly marks and on their examination papers is generally believed to 
be traceable indirectly to the fact that the Bureau of Navigation in recent years 
has adopted the plan of assigning quotas of promotions in the enlisted ratings to 
the commander in chief of the U. 8. Fleet and to the commander in chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet. 

Under this system, which reiieves the Bureau of handling the enormous 
quantity of paper work incident to the large nuinber of promotions each year, every 
ship in the fleet is in reality in competition with every other ship in the matter 
of promotions, instead of each man being, as was intended, in competition with all 
the other men, regardless of the ships to which they are attached. 

With ships being in competition with each other, it works out that all the 
ofticers in their own ship are keenly concerned that their ship shall obtain its share 
of promotions that come within the fleet quota. As these officers see it, the only 
way to get their share is to mark their men up in order that they will not suffer 
from the high marks that they expect will be given by the officers in the other ships. 

Hence it is that marks given to enlisted men tend to attain to the perfection 
of a 4.0. It is by no means uncommon nowadays for a first class petty officer, 
going up for chief, to come out of his final examination with a mark of 3.985. Other 
men striving for the same vacancy, or vacancies, will await the decision of the 
Board with marks of 3.976, 3.982, ete. If the present trend is continued, the average 
marks will presently be 3.999 and then the end of the system will have been 
reached. 

The height to which the marks given currently to the enlisted men have risen, 
is completely out of line with marks assigned to the midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy, where a mark of 3.5 is a very high mark indeed and one quite rarely 
given by an instructor. In fact, a midshipman considers that he has “batted” an 
examination if he is given a mark of 3.1. Yet this same midshipman, after he 
has graduated and has gone out into the Fleet, is expected to revaluate the degree 
of relative perfection in quarterly marks and examination marks that he gives 
to the men in his division who are candidates for promotion to the next higher 
rating. In short, there has come to pass a double meaning to the mark, for ex- 
ample, of a 3.5. If this be assigned to an enlisted man, he has been ruled out of 
the running for promotion; if this same mark, or its equivalent, be assigned to an 
officer on his semi annual fitness report, it indicates that he is performing his 
duties to the complete satisfaction of his superiors. 

While the present state of affairs continues to provoke unending discussion 
in the Fleet and at the shore stations, both among the officers and the enlisted 
men, no satisfactory substitute that meets all the special difficulties surrounding 
the promotion of the men of the Navy, has been approved. 

The old days when men often had to be urged to take the examination for 
promotion and had to be not infrequently lectured on the advantages of going out 
for a higher rate are long since past. Then there were barely enough competent 
men to fill the vacancies as they occurred, and men were promoted to the next 
higher rate immediately on passing the routine examination. Now men wait for 
promotion for three and four years after being found qualified by examination 
for the next higher rating. The present condition is a healthy one for the efficiency 
of the Fleet in all respects except that complete dependance on the system of marks 
on a basis of a 4.0 seems to be not the system best adapted to present day pro- 
motion problems in an organization of nearly one hundred thousand men, 














Disciplining Retired Officers—In the action of the War Department and the Presi- 
dent in approving the sentence of dismissal meted out by a General Court Martial 
on a retired officer is generally taken as a tightening up of the application of mili- 
tary discipline to retired officers. It has been a long, long time since Courts Martial 
have haled retired personnel before them and any final results have come out. It 
was generally taken for granted in the field that the War Department did not de- 
sire disciplinary action taken against them but would rather leave any such action 
to the civil courts. By this latest action, however, corps area commanders will 
know that they may control retired personnel who reflect discredit upon the service 
in the same way that they can control active personnel and that they will be sup- 
ported by the War Department in their efforts to maintain discipline and the good 
name of the Army. 


Notable Addition to USMA Library—Mrs, Luther R. James, wife of Colonel Luther 
R. James, U. 8. Infantry, has presented to the library of the United States Military 
Academy, West Point, N. Y., the note books of her father, the late Captain John 
G. Bourke, Third U. 8. Cavalry. (U.S.M.A. 1869). From these note books, which 
he kept during his fourteen years’ service in the Southwest on the staff of Gen- 
eral George Crook, Captain Bourke wrote and published his books, “Scatalogic 
Rites of All Nations” (translated into German at the University of Berlin in 
1918) : “Snake Dance of the Hopi Indians,” which was the first account in English 
ever published of this particular ceremony and which was later translated into 





French: “On the Border with Crook”; \*Medicine Men of the Apache,” ete, ete 
From these note books, Dr. Lansing B. Bloom of the University of New Mexiey 
has recently published a series of excerpts in the “New Mexico Historical Review” 
pertaining to the early history of the Southwest. There still remains unpublisheg 
a mass of data on the Apache. Accredited students of anthropology and ethnology 
from other colleges and universities will be accorded research privileges at th 
West Point library. Captain Bourke was president of the American Folklore gp, 
ciety at the time of his death in 1896. 


Policies of New House Military Chairman—Following the announcement of th 
retirement of Representative John J. McSwain from Congress it seems assured that 
Representative Lister Hill, of Alabama, will succeed to the chairmanship of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs in the next Congress. 

Representative Hill, a forty-one-year-old lawyer, is a World War veteran anj 
has been active on the military committee since his election to Congress in 197 
Virtually assured of reelection, Representative Hill will succeed Chairman McSwajp 
next January providing the Democrats retain control of the House. 

Questioned regarding his policies Congressman Hill told the ArMY Anp Nayy 
JOURNAL he would continue to support the National Defense. “If I am nama 
chairman,” he said, “I will do all I can to help carry on the maintenance ang 
development of the Army. My views on National Defense can perhaps best tp 
summed up in the following words ‘Respecting all, fearing none and being always 
ready.’ ”’ . 

Members of the military committee held a luncheon, June 4 in honor of their 
retiring chairman, in the office of Representative McLean, a member of the group. 4 
silver vase was presented to Mr. McSwain by his Colleagues inscribed with the 
declaration that it was “a token of their esteem and affection.” In his announce. 
ment, Chairman McSwain said that he would resume the practice of law. He has 
been prominently mentioned for appointment as Federal judge in South Caroling, 
A vacancy is expected on the district bench there shortly. 


Liberalize Profit Limit=tion—-Legislation amending the profit limitation feature of 
the Vinson-Trammell ship-aircraft construction act was assured of passage this 
session with the reaching of an agreement between conferees of the Senate and 
llouse on two disputed provisions. While both bodies must approve the agreement 
before sending it to the President for signature, no further obstacles are anticipated. 
The Senate gave way in conference to the House proviso that losses sustained ip 
one year may be offset against losses in the succeeding year, a liberalization of 
existing law which is of particular importance to aircraft manufacturers. On the 
other item in dispute, dealing with the date the bill becomes effective, the Senate 
won. This provides that contracts completed prior to Jan. 1, 1986 shall come under 
the terms of the original law, but that contracts entered into since March 27, 193% 
and which were not completed up to Jan. 1 shall come under the terms of the 
amended act. 

Section 3b of the Vinson-Trammell Act, providing the profit limitation, specifies 
that profits in excess of 10 per cent on any of the ships or aircraft procured under 
its terms shall be paid into the Treasury and that if not voluntarily paid, the See 
retary of the Treasury may collect the excess profit under the usual methods em- 
ployed to collect Federal income taxes. Immediately after its enactment, however, 
it became clear that the law was too rigid and was defeating its purpose. A number 
of amendments were suggested and after lengthy hearings before both the House 
and Senate Naval Affairs Committee, the following five amendments were adopted, 
with the approval of the Navy Department: 

(1) Instead of having the profit computed on each individual contract and 
making refund if required. contracts with any one company are aggregated for 
the entire taxable year and refund is made if the company has realized over 10 
per cent profit on the total of the contracts. 

(2) The act relieves the sureties on the performance bonds from the liability 
of refunding profit in excess of 10 per cent in case the contractor does not do s0 
voluntarily and the Bureau of Internal Revenue has not been able to collect it. 

(3) This is the matter mentioned above which the Senate struck but which its 
conferees have agreed to restore. Together with the first amendment, permitting 
the computation of profit to be made on all contracts in a year, this change will 
affect a better aircraft procurement system. Under the Navy procedure, it buys a0 
experimental plan from a manufacturer, and then if found acceptable, holds 4 
competition for quantity construction of the design. As a rule, the manufacturer 
will make a profit on the second quantity production contract, but will lose on the 
contract for one experimental plane. A loss on the latter is almost inevitable if 
there is to be steady advance in the development of new designs and better equip 
men.t Computation of profits on a two-year basis instead of one is also necessary 
to advancement of the aircraft science, for often the quantity production contrac 
will be completed in the year following the experimental contract performance. 

(4) It makes effective for the purpose of collecting excesses of 10 per cent 
profit, all the provisions of laws including penalties now applicable with respect 
to income taxes. 

(5) It provides specific exemption to certain types of contracts or subcontracts 
relating to highly specialized scientific equipment used solely by the Navy Depart 
ment. The idea behind this is that any scientific development or improvement i 
dependent upon research. The Navy Department urged that you cannot have 4 
research business without a possible 10 per cent profit because in many researches 
there are a great many losses and it was decided to give scientific research 000 
tractors an opportunity to recoup their losses on the basis that they are entitled to 
more han 10 per cent on a successful scientific development in order to recover 
losses on an unsuccessful development. This applies to specialized instruments such 
as = instrument for target detection, range control, and synchronizing o 
gunfire. 


Principles of Strategy—A new text intended to present to the students of the Com 
mand and General Staff School the principles which should guide the comman 
of an independent force the size of a corps or an army in making the prope 
strategic decisions has been issued at Ft. Leavenworth. It is pointed out that i 
view of the diverse definitions and interpretations given to the words “strategy, 
“grand strategy,” “grand tactics,” “tactics,” and “minor tactics,” it has been found 
necessary to clearly limit the terms “strategy,” “tactics” and “conduct of war” for 
the purposes of the new presentation in order to fit their scope into the phases of 
military education now applicable to the United States Army. These definition 
are particularly interesting and are as follows: 

“1. Conduct of War.—The conduct of war is the art not only of employing the 
armed forces of a nation but also of employing national policies and economic me 
sures for the purpose of effecting by force the final decision in war. 

“2. Strategy.—a. Strategy is the art of concentrating superior combat power 
in a theater of operations at the required time and place and under condition 
which will favor the defeat or destruction of the enemy’s armed forces in battle 
Strategy has the following objects: 

“(a) To force an enemy to suddenly change his dispositions prior to battle 
to meet a threat from a direction not before contemplated, thus causing a disor 
ganization in the distribution of the hostile units and their consequent supply. Th 
effect of such maneuvers will be to reduce the combat power of the enemy, 
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force him to fight under unfavorable conditions. 

“(2) To separate the forces of the enemy thus permitting them to be defeated 
in detail. 

“(3) To endanger the enemy’s lines of communication and routes of retreat 
in case of defeat. 

“(4) To cause the hostile command as a result of indecision to do nothing, 
or wait too late to act. 

“pb. In general, strategy is concerned with making an indirect approach ac- 
cempanied by movements intended to mystify, mislead, and surprise the enemy. 
from this conception of strategy it is evident that if two hostile armies advance 
toward each other until they meet in battle, neiher army being surprised or misled, 
each with its lines of communication secure and all its combat power present on 
the field of battle, strategy will not have been employed. 

“ce, It is futile to analyze and theorize about strategy in terms of geometry 
gine. The physical and psychological influences are too intimately bound up in 
it to say that any one element is ever paramount in any situation. 

“8. Tactics.—Tactics is the art of executing the strategic movements prior to 
yattle and of employing combat power on the field of battle. This includes the 
march of the troops, their protection, their deployment for battle, the conduct ot 
the battle, and the exploitation of success, or the retrieving of failure. Tactics 
teaches the correct employment of all combat means in action with reference to 
weapons, terrain, and the situation of the enemy. There are special tactics for 
each separate arm as well as tactics for the combined arms.” 

Included in the text are treatment of the subjects: the conduct of war in gen- 
eral: the offensive maneuver; the defensive maneuver; changing from the offen- 
sive and defensive; the strategic advance, and conclusions. 


Hospital Facilities for U. S. Fleet—Much favorable comment has been heard in 
Naval circles on the West coast, especially at the main base of the Battle Fleet 
in the Long Beach-San Pedro area, on the proposal for the erection of a naval 
hospital, either at Long Beach or at San Pedro for the hospitalization of the 
officers and men who are attached to the battleships and heavy cruisers. These 
ships, plus the carriers, are regularly based on this area. 

At the present time, the personnel of the heavy ships are transferred to the 
Fleet Hospital ship Relief for treatment in all cases requiring surgical attention, 
sickness of an epidemic nature, and clinical cases that do not readily yield to treat- 
ment in the sick bays of the combatant ships. 

The capacity of the Relief is limited in comparison to that of a modern naval 
hospital on shore, both as regards the number of beds and the facilities that are 
conducive to the promotion of convalesence, such as short walks, automobile rides, 
and visits from members of one’s family. 

When not at sea with the Fleet on cruises and major maneuvers, the Relief is 
anchored in San Pedro harbor. Her primary duty as the fleet hospital ship is to ae- 
cmpany the fleet. Thus when the Fleet proceeds to sea on extended cruises, the 
Relief is required to transfer her patients to shore prior to sailing with the Fleet. 
To do this, she is obliged to go to San Diego, a distance of nearly one hundred 
miles, this being the nearest shore naval hospital to the main base of the battle 
fleet. 

Even when the Fleet is not at sea, the Relief periodically is obliged to proceed 
to San Diego to transfer her patients to the naval hospital there, this being due to 
her limited capacity to take care of the kind of cases that yield quickest to hos- 
pital treatment on shore. When it is necessary for the Relief to be drydocked at 
the Navy Yard, Mare Island, her patients are transferred to the hospital at that

Allowances of Officers 


Daily allowances for officers of the

Lt. Col. E. L. Hoffman 
Reprimanded 

A public reprimand was this week ad- 
ministered by Secretary of War Dern to 
Lt. Col. Edward L. Hoffman, AC, for 
“concealing from his military superiors 
his connection with Safe Aircraft, Inc., 
and the Triangle Parachute Company.” 

Although the announcement of the 
reprimand came within a month of the 
date of the action of the House Military 
Committee in demanding an investiga- 
tion of Colonel Hoffman’s conduct, it 
was stated that the Department’s probe 
has been underway three months and 
that he previously had been investigated 
in 1933. The House committee, in re- 
porting last month on its demand for an 
investigation of the officer, commended 
the “zeal, diligence, and skill” of Repre- 
sentative Blanton who has been making 
charges against Colonel Hoffman for 
some years. 

The official text of the War Depart- 
ment’s announcement follows: 

“The Secretary of War, the Honorable 

George H. Vern, has formally repri- 
manded Lt.-Col. Edward L. Hoffman, 
Air Corps, for concealing from his mili- 
tary superiors his connection with Safe 
Aireraft, Ine., and the Triangle Para- 
chute Company in an investigation grow- 
ing out of events, particularly during the 
periods July 4, 1929, and February 7, 
1930. 
“This method of disciplinary action 
was taken by the Secretary of War due 
to the fact that trial by Court-Martial 
was barred by operation of the statute 
of limitation as laid down in the Court- 
Martial Manual, the events referred to 
having occurred more than five years 
ago. 

“In administering the reprimand to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hoffman, the Secre- 
tary of War reviewed the case pointing 
out that as a result of testimony sub- 
mitted by Lieutenant-Colonel Hoffman 
during an investigation of his case in 
April, 1933, he was exonerated of the 
charge of improper conduct. That in 
March, 1936. new evidence was brought 
to the attention of the War Department 
clearly indicating that the exoneration 
ensuing to Lieutenant-Colonel Hoffman 
in April, 1933, had been wholly un- 
warranted. 

“That as a result of the reinvestiga- 
tion of this case it was concluded that 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hoffman had mate- 
rially assisted in the promotion and or- 
ganization of Safe Aircraft, Inc., of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, for his personal benefit 
and that he had given deceptive and 
misleading testimony during the investi- 
gation of his case. The reprimand ends 
with the words “The Secretary of War 
has approved these conclusions and has 
directed they be conveyed to you in this 
manner as an expression of his complete 
disapprobation of conduct on your part 
which seriously compromises your char- 
acter and standing as an officer, the full 
and proper penalty for which you now 
escape solely because your trial is barred 
by the statute of limitation.’” 

Following the announcement of the 
reprimand considerable discussion arose, 
particularly among Air officers over the 
fact that under the law just enacted 
putting Air Corps temporary advanced 
rank purely on seniority Lieutenant Col- 
onel Hoffman will be one of those soon 
to be advanced to the temporary rank 
of colonel. 

Observers construe the law to be man- 
datory as far as its original application 
is concerned, but they point out that un- 
der the law the Secretary has the au- 
thority to relieve an officer of his tem- 
porary advanced rank and to place him 
back in his permanent grade. To thus 
relieve an officer would be discretionary 
on the part of the Secretary, it is stated, 
and no hearing would have to be held 
or statute of limitations involved. 


Commends Capt. H. J. Conner 


In a letter to Capt. H. J. Conner, QMC, 
USA, Maj. Gen. A. W. Brown, The Judge 
Advocate General of the Army, paid him 
a high commendation for his “industry 
and painstaking and conscientious per- 
formance of duty” while serving a detail 
in the Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment. After enumerating the many and 








varied duties and assignments which fell 
to the lot of Captain Conner during his 
service with the JAGD, General Brown 
wrote the officer, who is now a patient at 
Walter Reed General Hospital in Wash- 
ington, D. C., “Your relief from detail was 
recommended solely because of your un- 
fortunate illness. You have my sincere 
wishes for a complete and speedy recov- 
ery.”

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Crossing the Equator 


San Diego—A bit more swagger and 
a bit more saltiness was evident in the 
demeanor of the personnel of the Fleet 
as they came ashore at Pacific ports 
when the vessels returned to their home 
stations following the working out of 
problem XVII. The reason, aside from 
the additional training afforded by hard, 
serious work, was the visit to the Realm 
of King Neptune afforded them when the 
Fleet crossed the Equator. 

Pageantry, pomp, joviality, and non- 
too-gentle festivities marked the greeting 
extended to Navy men when the leg- 
endary King Neptune and his cohorts 
poarded the vessels of the United States 
Fleet. 

A description of the ceremony, as it 
was enacted on one vessel, and it was 
much the same on the others, has been 
received from the USS Colorado Lookout 
as follows: 

Description of Events 

When it was learned that the Fleet 
would cross the Equator, the trusty 
Shellbacks of the Royal Court of Nep- 
tunus Rex, King of the Deep and Ruler 
of all the Seas, smiled a smile of joy, 
for never before had so many squirming 
Pollywogs, Landlubbers, Sea Duty Shirk- 
ers, Liberty Hounds, and other forms of 
worthless protoplasm dared to enter the 
kingdom of Equatorius at the same time. 
Great was the elation in the Royal 
Court, for the day of the crossing prom- 
ised to be the most interesting in the 
history of the reign of Neptune. In ad- 
dition to the endless number of officers 
and men of the Navy, there were two 
officers of the Army as guests on each of 
the battleships and carriers. 

Plans for the initiation of the in- 
famous and lowly Pollywogs went for- 
ward slowly but surely. Shellbacks were 
eyed with awe as they strolled non- 
chalantly about the ship, and Pollywogs 
cringed before the wilting stares of the 
hardened sons of the Loyal Order.

Please advise if the 
crew of the Colorado are all Loyal subjects of 
mine, or if you have aboard any Pollywogs, 
landlubbers, Beach Duty Hounds, or Sea 
Duty Hounds, or Sea Duty Shirkers, so that 
I may be prepared to give them a proper 
reception upon their arrivel in my Capitol, 
the Equator. I extend to you and Commander 
Gray, your Executive Officer, my greetings, 
and tell him and all other Loyal Shellbacks 
aboard the Colorado that I will be glad to 
Meet them again, Advise time of arrival at 
the Equator so that I may meet you and 
greet you there. Signed: Neptunus Rex, King 
of the Deep.” 

The following reply was sent: 

“I have received the greetings contained in 
Your Majesty’s Despatch 0016 1555, and de- 
sire to extend my cordial compliments to 
Your Majesty. It is with great joy that I 

k forward to entering your Domain again, 
and to renewing our deep friendship of years 
past. My Executive Officer and all the Royal 
Shellbacks of my Command join me in many 
thanks for your welcome message. A list of 
the Landlubbers, Pollywogs, Beach Hounds, 
and Sea Lawyers on board the Colorado will 
be delivered to Your Majesty for such action 
“s you may desire to take immediately upon 
_ arrival on board. It is my intention to 
ave the honor of entering your Kingdom 
on the Equator at 0800, Wednesday morning, 

Y 20. Until then, again accept my most 
sincere and hearty good wishes. Signed: Cap-

“(019 The Senior Sbhellback of the United 
States Fleet, the Commander in Chief, has 
reported to His Imperial Highness Neptune 
Rex, the High Ruler of All the Seas, that he 
is approaching the headquarters of the Royal

wogs and Tadpoles ever to be brought at a

Munitions Committee Reports 


Legislation which would attempt to 
virtually isolate the United States in the 
event of a major war and prevent any 
industrial and agricultural “boom” in 
this country from the sale of arms or 
supplies to belligerents was proposed to 
the Senate this week by the Munitions 
Committee. 

Reporting on the “adequacy or inade- 
quacy” of existing legislation and 
treaties on the manufacture and trade in 
munitions, the Senate Committee de- 
clared that it had found evidence of vio- 
lation of a number of armament em- 
bargo treaties to which the United 
States is party, urged provision for 
strict regulation of armament exports, 
and then went on to propose its solu- 
tion for maintaining U. 8S. neutrality. 

The committee urges: 

(1) Permanent legislation placing a 
mandatory embargo on the sale of arms, 
munitions and implements of warfare 
to all belligerents in war-time. 

(2) Limitation of purchases of other 
war supplies by belligerents to prac- 
tically a cash basis by prohibiting any 
loans the proceeds of which would be 
available to belligerents, and of strict 
control of short-term credit to belliger- 
ents. 

(3) Enactment of legislation prohibit- 
ing Americans from traveling on bellig- 
erent vessels or on any vessel carrying 
contraband through war zones. 

(4) Exercise of control over merchant 


ships of all nations entering United 
States ports, by refusing clearance 
papers to: (a) armed merchantmen 


carrying passengers: (b) armed mer- 
chant ships in caves where the arma- 
ment “is not exposed to clear and easy 
view both from the air and the water ;” 
(c) unarmed merchant vessels not carry- 
ing special distinguishing marks showing 
no armaments; (d) armed merchant 
ships carrying marks indicating lack of 
armament. 

The committee was careful in its re- 
port submitted this week not to criticize 
President Woodrow Wilson, even by in- 
ference. Statements of members of the 
committee to the effect that the war- 
time Executive had advance knowledge 
of an agreement by the Allies to divide 
the spoils of the war brought such severe 
criticism down on the committee early 
this session that conclusion of its inves- 
tigation was threatened. 

“The committee wishes to point out 
most definitely that its study of events 
resulting from the then existing neutral- 
ity legislation, or the lack of it, is in no 
way a criticism, direct or implied, of 
the sincere devotion of the then Presi- 
dent, Woodrow Wilson, to the high 
causes of peace and democracy,” the re- 
port states. 

The committee then went on to ex- 
pound its views as to the causes of war 
and of our entrance into the World War, 
declaring that “militarism” brought on 
the World War and that the “boom” in 
this country from the sale of munitions 
and supplies to the Allies forced us into 
the conflict. After its “absolution” of 
Wilson, the committee report went on to 
say: 

“Like other leaders in government, 
business and finance, Wilson had 
watched the growth of militarism in the 
pre-war years. Militarism meant the al- 
liance of the military with powerful 
economic groups to secure appropriations 
on the one hand for a constantly increas- 
ing military and naval establishment, 
and on the other hand, the constant 
threat of the use of that swollen mili- 
tary establishment in behalf of the eco- 
nomic interests at home and abroad of 
the industrialists supporting it. It meant 
the subjugation of the people of the vari- 
ous countries to the uniform, the self- 
interested identification of patriotism 
with commercialism, and the removal of 
the military from the control of civil 
law. After the war had begun President 
Wilson and a great number of leading 
Americans became convinced that the 
war was the logical outcome of mili- 
tarism, and that the success of militar- 
ism anywhere was a constant threat to 
the democracies of the world. All the 
members of the Committee and its staff 
shared that conviction. 





“This belief was also share by muni- 
tions makers, bankers, exporters and 
producers in this country who had enor- 
mous profits at stake in the war. In the 
unrestricted pursuit of these profits they 
became involved in a situation which 
made it to their interest to support the 
allies and to favor war against Germany. 
Public opinion became so powerful that 
it threatened the existence of the party 
in power, and the prestige of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. President 
Wilson was personally impelled by the 
highest motives and the most profound 
convictions as to the justice of the cause 
of our country and was devoted to peace. 
He was caught up in a situation created 
largely by the profit-making interests in 
the United States, and such interests 
spread to nearly everybody in the coun- 
try. It seemed necessary to the pros- 
perity of our people that their markets 
in Europe remain unimpaired.” 

The committee declared that it had 
investigated traffic in munitions with a 
view to determining whether or not there 
had been any violations of the several 
embargo agreements to which the United 
States is a party. In its finding, it 
states that: 

The embargo on export of arms to any 
Chinese government other than the Cen- 
tral Government was violated by 
“American munitions companies” (with- 
out citing any names or instances), and 
was believed by them to be extensively 
violated by foreign munitions companies. 

Several American aircraft and supply 
companies in violation of the Treaty of 
Peace with Germany, have furnished “a 
great amount of material to Germany of 
a possible military nature, but also of a 
possible commercial nature, but with 
knowledge that such material might well 
be used for military purposes and be in 
violation of the treaty.” 

Sales of American munitions were 
sold to rebels in Brazil in contravention 
of the Habana Convention between Bra- 
zil and the United States. The sales 
were made, the report states, “by Leigh 
Wade (lieutenant, U. 8S. Army, retired) 
and his associates.” In this respect the 
report was in error for Lt. Leigh Wade 
resigned from the Army, March 3, 1926. 

The Chaco embargo was violated by “a 
prominent munitions company and a 
prominent exporting company.” 

The Geneva Convention of 1925 has 
“met with the general approval of the 
munitions companies” and does not pro- 
vide sufficiently strict supervision of the 
trade in arms. 

In a supplemental report on the “ade- 
quacy of existing legislation” also sub- 
mitted this week, the committee 
stressed the effect that extensive trad- 
ing with a belligerent group has upon 
foreign policy and neutrality. It dis- 
cussed at length the relations between 
J. P. Morgan and Co. and the American 
and British Governments, the British 
loans floated in this country, and the 
boom in the United States resulting 
from the sale of munitions and supplies 
to the allies. War booms, especially those 
financed by loans floated in this country, 
were condemned by the group. 

In an introductory statement in the 
report, it was said: 

“The committee was not authorized to 
make a study of the causes for the entry 
of the United States into the World 
War, and .consequently did not do so. 
If it had been so authorized, it would 


* have begun with a study of the propa- 


ganda techniques of the various belliger- 
ent nations in this country.” 

Among the findings of the report were 
the following: 

“It is most important for the Nation 
and Congress to have full and exact in- 
formation concerning all the changes in 
the neutrality policy made by the admin- 
istration and the reasons for these 
changes. Congress was not kept ac- 
curately informed during the neutrality 
years of 1914-17. 

“Loans to belligerents militate against 
neutrality, for when only one group of 
belligerents can purchase and transport 
commodities the loans act in favor of 
that belligerent. They are especially un- 
neutral when used to convert this coun- 
try into an auxiliary arsenal for that 
belligerent who happens to control the 
seas, for that arsenal then becomes the 


subject of the military strategy of th 
other belligerent. 

“Loans extended to the Allies in 19); 
and 1916, led to a very considerable wa; 
boom and inflation and this boom ey, 
tended beyond munitions to auxiliary 
supplies and equipment as well ag ty 
agricultural products. Such loans may 
be expected to produce a similar sityg. 
tion again. 

“The effect of such a war-boom infy. 
tion is that like all inflations an adminis. 
tration is almost powerless to check jt, 
once the mevement is well started with 
the result that our foreign policy js 
seriously affected by it, even to the ey. 
tent of making impossible the alteration 
of our foreign policy in such a way ag 
to protect our neutral rights. 

“The committee finds, on the basis of 
the testimony and exhibits introduced 
into the record and discussed in Chapter 
Ill: War Trade Expansion, that the de 
velopment of the export of war commodi. 
ties to the Allies resulted in a wide 
spread expansion of almost all the lines 
of American business, and expansion 
which J. P. Morgan & Co., in their com. 
mercial agency contract, specifically 
undertook to stimulate. As a result by 
1916 there was created a_ tremendous 
industrial machine heavily capitalized, 
paying high wages, and dependent upon 
the purchasing power of the Allies. The 
committee is of the opinion that this 
situation with its risk of business de 
pression and panic n case of damage to 
the belligerents’ ability to purchase, in- 
volved the administration so inextricably 
that it prevented the maintenance of a 
truly neutral course between the Allies 
and the Central Powers, as such a nev 
tral course threatened to injure this ex- 
port trade. 

“It is not desirable for the Nation to 
engage in a war boom which may end 
suddenly and especially in any war boom 
which is financed by loans floated in this 
country. 

“The danger in this situation is not 
only in sudden deflation but in pressure 
by commercial and banking groups to 
keep our foreign policy favorable to the 
nation with which they trade. This may 
possibly prolong a war at the expense of 
the neutral rights of the United States. 

“In view of the announced and known 
plans of various nations to arm their 
merchantmen with 5-inch guns, and the 
general construction of all the new mer 
chant vessels with gun emplacements, it 
is essential that, in advance of any for 
eign war, Congress define for the Exect 
tive the extent to which it consider 
armed merchantmen to be warships, and 
the extent to which it will permit Amer! 
can citizens to travel on them or to bt 
employed on them as crew. Former Se 
retary of State Lansing’s argument i 
regard to armed merchantmen attacking 
submarines should be given full consié 
eration in view of the practical cer 
tainty that this situation will arise im 
mediately upon the outbreak of ay 
future war. 

“The committee finds, on the basis of

states Foreign Policy, 1915-16, that the 
essential problem in the submarine con- 
troversy between the United States and 
germany lay in the matter of the status 
of armed merchantment.” 


Recommendations 

The committee recommendations fol- 
low : 

“1, The loan and credit provisions of 
the 1936 Neutrality Act (Public Res. —) 
pe retained in that act and strengthened 
in such &@ Way as to prevent the exten- 
sion of large credits to belligerents in 
the form of acceptances and to prevent 
the flotation of long-time bonds by foreign 
nonbelligerents. The existing legislation 
under the Trading with the Enemy Act 
of October 6, 1917 (40 Stat. L. 411, sec. 
5), confers upon the President adequate 
powers to control credit in case of an 
emergency, but does not define the emer- 
gency as involving a major war in which 
we are neutral. That act should be so 
amended. 

“2. Congress should consider most 
seriously the desirability of limiting ex- 
portations of commodities other than 
medicines and hospital supplies to bel- 
ligerents to the normal amount exported 
to such nations during a typical peace- 
time period previous to the outbreak of 
any war in which they are involved as a 
means of preserving our neutrality and 
also preventing our entanglement in for- 
eign economic and political difficulties. 

“3. Congress should give also most 
serious consideration to the definition of 
armed merchantmen, and the committee 
specifically recommends for its consider- 
ation that, pending the settlement by in- 
ternational agreement of the status of 
armed merchantmen, the United States, 
during any war in which it is neutral, 
refuse to extend clearance to armed mer- 
chantmen of any nationality carrying 
passengers and consider American citi- 
wns serving as crew on such armed 
merchantmen to be enlisted in the regu- 
lar armed forces of the nation whose flag 
the armed merchantmen flies.”

How the 59th Coast Artillery 
won the Coast Artillery Asso- 
ciation Trophy in 1935

(Commanding 59th C.A., Ft. Mills, P. L., 
during Training and Firing, 1935) 

HE 59th Coast Artillery, winner of the 

Coast Artillery Association Trophy in 
1935 for the most batteries rated “Excel- 
lent,” accomplished this feat by hard, con- 
sistent and prolonged work by all ranks. 
How this impor- 
tant element was 
applied and 
ramification 
thereof needs 
more space. 
First, much of 
the success at- 
tained was due 
to the full and 
understanding 
cooperation dur- 
ing most of the 
training period 
of the, then, 
Commanding 
Officer, General 
Stanley D. Em- 
bick. This officer 
has surely learned the lesson which seems 
so hard for all our schools to put across, 
“Give a man something to do but don’t 
tell him how to do it.” The reaction is 
refreshing. Second, to the hard work, 
hearty, intelligent and full cooperation 
by all ranks throughout the regiment 
who are entirely responsible for the re- 
sults attained. Battery Commanders were 
able and the non-commissioned officers a 
tower of strength. The Ordnance Depart- 
ment also rendered full and willing co- 
operation. 

The following is a brief outline of how 
the training was conducted : 

a. The unit was first brought to a high 
state of discipline by various disciplinary 
drills and instruction until it “Clicked” 
throughout. 

b. Officers were given refresher instruc- 
tion theoretically and practically in ad- 
vanced gunnery and the principles of fire 
and fire adjustment. All concerned knew 
their materiel throughout as well as the 
required tests and adjustments. 

c. Special attention was given to early 
training of fire control and plotting sec- 
tions. Communications were continually 
checked. I, like many Coast Artillery- 
men, believe that about 900% of success at- 
tained in target practice generally, is due 
to preparation, orientation and training. 
This principle was passed along the line 
and fully appreciated. 

d, Wherever signs of a weakness were 
noticed the Plans and Training Officer 
was detached immediately to concentrate 
his entire efforts on this particular bat- 
tery. Changes in personnel recommended 
were immediately made. This system 
brought one badly lagging battery up to 
the “Excellent” rating and improved all 
batteries where the method was found 
necessary. 

e. Sufficient service of the piece was 
practiced to give a smooth rapid team but 
great care was exercised not to have too 
much of this tiresome and boring work, 
(home ram—traverse right elevate ) 
which, after proper training is attained, 
detracts instead of adds. Men were used 
on other and more useful work which 
abounds. 

f. Throughout the preliminary train- 
ing, drills were analyzed sufficiently and 
those making the same error twice, with- 
out due reason, were eliminated, espe- 
cially telephone men. Plots were care- 
fully examined daily. The daily meteoro- 
logical message was serutinized. Sufficient 
inaccuracies were discovered to warrant 
sending an officer from the regiment to 
check its preparation. The importance of 
the ballistic wind, for example, on firing 
at ranges of about 17000 yards with a 
maximum ordinate of about 4300 feet, or 
nearly a mile, can well be realized. 

gq. It was the aim and order, that every 
round of sub-caliber ammunition fired be 
of benefit. This ammunition was fired at 
the same rate as in service practice. Bach 
sub-caliber practice was as much of a 
ceremony as a service practice with trial 
and ranging shots. Targets and speeds of 
same, at ranges used, were such that the 
angular travel given was approximately

the same as expected at service ranges. 
Each sub-caliber practice was carefully 
analyzed and all errors were noted—twho, 
where, how and why. 

h. A master chart was kept on the wall 
in the Regimental Commanders office 
showing boats available, assigned track- 
ing missions, dates of sub-caliber mis- 
sions, high speed trackings and service 
practices. This chart was posted daily by 
the Plans and Training Officer and in 
every case when not met, battery com- 
manders came in and told their story. 

i. For two weeks prior to service prac- 
tice each battery commander was re- 
quired to bring the plots of his morning 
work to Regimental Headquarters where 
same was scrutinized and battery com- 
manders called in for reasons for any 
errors indicated or even slight deviations 
in any courses or predictions plotted. Ef- 
fort was made and requirements were to 
keep well within the K factor for speed 
but no attempts were made to get unduly 
fast speed with this heavy armament. All 
batteries did fire service practice well 
within their K factor. 

k. All firings of service practice were 
at least 10% above the normal ranges for 
each weapon. Service practices were held 
within a short space of time—1 week. All 
looked forward toward the “big week” 
and lastly the “big day” when 8 batteries 
were to fire at a high speed target in one 
morning. 

1. All were impressed that results were 
desired above all else and all trivial mat- 
ters and minor regulations disregarded 
and that after range was announced 
clear, that the firing would be brought to 
an expeditious well conducted conclusion 
unless some major obstacle intervened. 

m. During and concurrently with ser- 
vice practices of all batteries except two, 
though not required, anti-aircraft ma- 
chine gun firing was conducted at free 
balioons simulating fire on attack air- 
planes. The two batteries assigned to 3” 
A.A., guns as their secondary assignment, 
executed a burst problem within two 
minutes after the last shot of their prac- 
tice with armament located some distance 
away. The conduct of this anti-aircraft 
fire brought all batteries close to the ad- 
vanced practice class and those firing at 
high speed targets, well into it. 

The foregoing is a hasty summary of 
most of the points used and stressed. The 
Regimental Commander recommended 
and urged that Battery “D,” firing Bat- 
tery Cheney, be allowed to fire at a high 
speed target, the battery being qualified 
by past excellent practices to so fire, but 
the request was disapproved by a tempo- 
rary commander. Had this battery fired 
at a high speed target, its score would 
have been 165.8 instead of 100.8 which 
would have made this battery well within 
the “Excellent” class. The rating of “Ex- 
cellent” was recommended by the Harbor 
Defense Commander based on the score 
of 100.8. If the score of 165.8 had been 
made the Regiment would have obtained 
85.7% instead of 71.4% of batteries rated 
“Excellent.” 

A word for “C” Battery, the one re- 
maining. This battery fired a 14” Disap- 
pearing Battery. I have never seen better 
trained gun and fire control sections. 
They, as well as the armament, functioned 
as near to perfect as could be expected of 
any personnel and materiel. Strange to 
say a very large dispersion developed for 
causes unknown and so unknown that the 
Ordnance Department has asked for 10 
rounds to attempt to learn the cause 
thereof.

The National Defense Plank 

Cleveland—Nationalism won a great 
triumph at the Republican National Con- 
vention Thursday. The platform it 
adopted declared for an international 
policy of strict isolation and abstention 
from the League of Nations and the 
World Court. This was in compliance 
with the demand made by Senator Borah. 
Coupled with this policy was a pledge of 
cooperation for international disarma- 
ment and the control of international 
traffic in arms. 

These promises to which Governor 
Landon pledged his personal word as 
well as his public faith would seem to 
call for a strong national defense. Before 
the resolutions committee was a Landon 
plank brought forward by that distin- 
guished Kansas editor, William Allen 
White, specifically committing the party 
to an Army of 155,000 men and a Navy 
second to none. For the Army there was 
to be ample modernized equipment and 
for the Navy ship replacements with 
suflicient personnel to man the Navy. 
Further there was to be a strong Marine 
Corps and in addition a completement of 
auxiliary vessels for the Fleet. Both ser- 
vices were to be amply supplied with air- 
craft and personnel. Suflicient funds 
were to be provided for training and 
equipping the National Guard and for 


training all reserve components, both 
military and naval. However, after full 
consideration the committee recom- 


mended and the convention adopted the 
following: 

“We favor an Army and Navy, includ- 
ing air forces, adequate for our national 
defense.” 

Members of the resolutions committee 
insist it should satisfy National Defense 
advocates. They point out that accept- 
ing it were nearly 400 delegates who are 
World War veterans. Vice Chairman 
Bingham when in the Senate was an 
earnest supporter of the services, par- 
ticularly of the air services, and presi- 
dent of the National Aeronautic Associa- 
tion. Further it was pointed out that 
Governor Landon himself, the Republi- 
can candidate, was a first lieutenant of 
Chemical Warfare Service during the 
World War, that he is_ therefore 
thoroughly familiar with the military 
needs of the country and that he can be 
depended upon to interpret the plank in 
favor of a strong, modern, and well 
equipped Army and a Navy equal to that 
of any other nation and up to date and 
fully manned. 

The word “adequate” is admittedly 
open to varied interpretations accord- 
ing to the views of the interpreter. 
Should it be interpreted by those pri- 
marily concerned with carrying out the 
economy provisions of the platform, the 
word “adequate” doubtless will be con- 
strued to mean as little as possible and 
will be viewed from a fiscal rather than 
a defense angle. Logically it should be 
interpreted by the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff who are in position to deter- 
mine accurately what is and what is not 
“adequate” to the defense of the nation. 

In all likelihood the coming Demo- 
cratic National Convention will adopt a 
National Defense plank supporting and 
carrying forward the vigorous defense 
policy evidenced by President Roosevelt 
instead of repeating the weak one of 
1982 in which the Democrats pledged 
themselves to reduce military and naval 
expenditures. 

In spite of these inferences and sug: 
gestions National Defense advocates are 
expressing disappointment that the Na- 
tional Defense plank was not made more 
specific. The republican platform stresses 
economy and points out its necessity in 
order to balance the budget. The ex 
perience of the services establishes that 
enforcement of economy usually begins 
with the Army and the Navy. However, 
it is hoped in view of the expressed de 
termination of the party to maintain iso 
lation from the affairs of the rest of the 
world the necessity for defense will be so 
clear that there will be no departure from 
the program deemed essential by the 
General Staff of the Army and by the 
General Board of the Navy. 

The convention greeted the announce 
ment of this plank with loud applause 
and it equally applauded the Landon

Merchant Marine 


Cincinnati. — (Foreign Trade — Mer- 
chant Marine News)—Abandonment of 
the government’s merchant marine policy 
may result from certain vital omissions 
in the proposed Guffey Bill pending in 
the Senate and from the failure to state 
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clearly and decisively the government’s 
position regarding the security of Amer- 
ican maritime interests in the face of 
world competition, Malcolm M. Stewart, 
chairman of the Middle-West Foreign 
Trade Committee, informed Senator 
Joseph F. Guffey, proponent of the com- 
promise measure. 

While the various changes incorpor- 
ated in the bill since it was first offered 
tie the hands of the proposed Maritime 
Commission in such matters as financial 
aid in developing and protecting new 
trading areas overseas, and aid in meet- 
ing foreign competition in the operation 
of American ships, the Guffey Bill re- 
peals Section 1 of the original Merchant 
Marine Act which definitely committed 
the United States to a Merchant Marine 
Policy. Mr. Stewart protested the repeal 
of Section 7 in the original Act under 
which the Government would give pref- 
erential consideration to shipping firms 
having the support or confidence of local 
communities primarily interested in their 
services,

You can- 
not extemporize a navy nor can you train 
the personnel to operate the intricate mech- 
aism of modern warships in a brief space 
of time. Nothing can contribute to greater 
respect among the family of nations than a 
well equipped, adequate Navy, manned with 
efficient personnel, both commissioned and 
non-commissioned. 

“Our land defense should be adequate to 
provide the necessary framework of a re: 
spectable military force in time of emer- 
gency. This, in my judgment, means a Regu- 
gr Army of trained personnel which will 
supply the necessary leadership in training 
a large Army when one is needed, The Na- 
tional Guard should be maintained at the 
highest level of efficiency and should be 
frequently mobilized with the Regular 
drmy for training purposes. 

“To these two first-line elements of de- 
fonse should be added a reserve officers corps 
of sufficient size to provide commissioned 
officers of the lower rank in sufficient num- 
ver to provide a commissioned personnel for 
emergency forces when war threatens.”

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Admiral iat in Washington 

Vice Admiral Arthur J. Hepburn, USN, 
left Washington yesterday after a brief 
visit during which he conferred with 
Admiral William H. Standley, chief of 
naval operations and acting secretary of 
the Navy, and the Navy General Board, 
concerning his plans and policies and 
those of the Navy Department prior to 
his assumption of command of the U. 8. 
Fleet, June 24. He will relieve Admiral 
Joseph M. Reeves, USN, who will come 
to Washington as a member of the 
General Board. 

As Admiral Hepburn’s flagship, the 
USS Indianapolis, was at Annapolis, for 
the graduation exercises, it afforded him 
an opportunity to confer with Navy De- 
partment heads which he readily took 
advantage of. He arrived in Washington 
on June 3, with a few members of his 
staff whom he will take with him on his 
new command, 

In conferring with the General Board, 
it is understood he discussed the recent 
leet maneuvers in the Pacific both from 
the standpoint of accomplishment and 
their bearing on future maneuvers. His 
views on the effect of the selection 
system also probably were given. It also 
seems likely that he talked of the vari- 
ous types of ships, their behavior under 
varying circumstances and the failure of 
the two battleships, USS New Mexico 
and the Mississippi, during Fleet Prob- 
lem XVII. 

Just what his plans and policies will 
be is a matter of speculation in the ser- 
vice, but it is not considered likely that 
he will continue the policy of strict 
secrecy in future operations, such as ban- 
ning newspaper men from the fleet as 
was done e by Admiral Reeves.

Nawy Selection Plan 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Perhaps another idea of how selec- 
tion in the Navy could be accomplished 
may not be amiss. 

In my opinion, this can be solved in a 
number of ways. This way appeals to 
me: 

(a) Select to every grade from Lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) to Admiral. 

(b) Make the first selection exceed- 
ingly strict, a drastic selection out of 
those who for one reason or another are 
not considered good material for the 
Naval Service. Those selected out to be 
given one year’s pay. 

(c) From those remaining, select up 
each year to the next higher grade those 
individuals considered best qualified for 
promotion regardless of Naval Academy 
class or previous position on the promo- 
tion list with present limitation of 4 
years’ service in grade, before becoming 





eligible for consideration by the Selec- 
tion Board. 

(d) Subsequent to the first drastic 
weeding out, allow voluntary retirement 
to those not selected for promotion to 
the next higher grade, retired pay to 
be at the present rate of 244% for each 
year’s service. 

(e) Should any individual not se- 
lected so elect, allow him to remain in 
his present grade until promoted or un- 
til he has completed 30 years’ service 
or until he has been judged inefficient 
in his grade by the selection board 
which promotes, at which time he would 
be compelled to retire. 

(f) Such officers who have not reached 
the grade of Captain at the end of 28 
years’ service would automatically be- 
come ineligible for further promotion 
and would be retired on completion of 
30 years’ service. No promotion list al- 
lowed, selections each year for actual 
vacancies only. 

(zg) Limit service in the Captain’s 
grade to seven years. No promotion list 
allowed, selections each year for actual 
vacancies only. 

(h) Final retirement at 64. 

This plan is based on the following as- 
sumptions : 

(a) That the present pay law remains 
in effect. 

(b) That the present standards of 
efficiency and inefficiency be maintained. 

(c) That the present system of fitness 
reports or some superior system be 
maintained. While the present system 
is not perfect and allows considerable 
play to personal prejudice yet I do not 
know of a better one. 

(ad) That it would require no _ in- 
crease in personnel of the Navy Depart- 
ment for its administration. 

It is believed that this plan or some- 
thing of this nature offers reasonable 





protection for: 
(a) The efficiency of the Navy, 
(b) The rights of the individual. 


(c) The retirement features of the 


Navy pay.
